THEIR HOME BURNED 





Both Were Asleep When Fire 
Started on the Floor 
Below Them. 





Mrs. Bessie Sanders, the pretty young 
wife of Jeff J. Sanders, and her 3- 
monhs-old baby, were taken to a pri- 
vate hospital Friday morning, both suf- 
fering from severe injuries inflicted dur- 
ing a fire which destroyed the Sanders 
home at 6236 Chatham avenue late Thurs- 
day night. 

Th& mother, who has regained con- 
sciousness and calls faintly for her ba- 
by, is suffering from an injury to her 
back and her neck. Her left arm !s 
also fractured. The baby’s skull was 
fractured and its body bruised. 

The injuries. to Mrs. Sanders and her 
child resulted from her desperate ef- 
forts to save her own life and that of 
her baby, after escape from the house 
by the ordinary ways was cut off. The 
mother threw her child from the win- 
dow of the second-story bedroom, where 
the flames had imprisoned the two 
and then jumped to the ground, 18 
feet below. They were picked up by 
neighbors who had gathered to try to 
extinguish the fire and were carried to 
the home of Mrs. Myers, 6225 Chatham 
avenue, where physicians attended 


them. 

The. house where the Sanders family 
lived was a two-story structure. The 
lower floor was occupied by a store 


owned by Sanders and John J. Morri- 
son. The second floor consisted of a 
double flat occupied by the families of 
Sanders and Morrison. There were 
three rooms in each ‘flat and they 
could be entered only by a stairway 
from the rear, which opened into a 
small hall. Both families used this 
stairway. 
Smoke Seeped Through Fioor. 


The fire was discovered about 10 p. 
m., after Mrs. Sanders and her child 


had retired,

was away at work. Morrison and his 
wife were in their kitchen when.

Morrison discovered smoke coming 
through the floor in one corner of the 
room. _., 

The entire lower floor of the building 
was in flames at that time. Morrison 
awakened his «$-year-old daughter and 
sent her with her mother to the yard 
by the back stairs. He then.knocked on 
the door of Mrs. Sanders’ bedroom, but 
was unable «to awaken her. Thinking 
s might have gone, he went to the 

d, where. he was met by his wife, 
whe told him to ‘go back and get Bes- 
sie.’ He returned and finally succeeded 
tn breaking down the kitchen door, 

The flames were getting close and he 
went back to the yard. He heard his 
wife calling to Mrs. Sanders to jump 
and that she would catch her. Smash- 
ing the glass from the windows with 
her bare hands, the mother threw her 
child out, ceryi to Mrs. ‘Morrison to 
catch it. She then raised the window 
and jumped. 

Pistol Shots Give Alarm. 


The child fell,on its head and Mrs. 
Sanders on her face and left shoulder. 


Both were unconscious when picked 
up, though the mother soon recovered 
sufficiently to call for her child. 

The Sanders home was beyond reach 
of the water mains and the fire was 
fought by neighbors, who formed a 
bucket brigade. The alarm was giv- 
en by pistol] shots. The fire spread to 
the home of George Shanks at 62380 
Chatham avenue, and the bucket bri- 
gade fought hard to save it. The 
distance they had to carry the water 
was too great, however, and the 
building was burned. Most of the 
furniture Was saved. 

The building ae, by the Sanders 
and Morrison families was destroyed, 
together with the furniture. The loss 
is estimated at $3000. Shanks’ loss is 
about $800 

Sanders was notified of the fire and 
arrived home about midnight. None of 
his property loss was covered by insur- 
anee.

HE LEFT CHURCH TO WED 





Frederick Rheindorff Became 
Evangelical Pastor After 
His Marriage. 





Mrs. Bertha Augusta Rheindorff, wife 
of a former Catholic priest, who aban- 
doned the church to marry her, is dead 
at St. Joseph's Hospital, Highland, 
lll., from nervous prostration, follow- 
ing her husband’s removal from the pas- 
torate of the German Evangelical 
Church at Hookdale, Ill., because of al- 
leged drunkenness. 

Opium poisoning was indicated to Dr. 
D. M. Tibbetts of the hospital staff by 
certain symptoms which he observed 
before Mrs. Rheindorff’s death. Dep- 
uty Coroner Koch of Madison County, 
who was su™moned after Dr. Tibbetts’ 
refusal to issue a burial certificate, ren- 
dered a verdict of death from nervous 
prostration. 


Found Paster Unconscious. 


Two witnesses, one a member of the 
German Evangelical Church at Hook- 
dale, testified before Deputy Coroner 


Koch that they found the pastor, Rev. 
Frederick H. Rheindorff, unconscious 
on the floor of the school room ad- 
joining the church March 2%. 

Pastor Rheindorff, who was also 
teacher in the parochia] school, had 
been irregular in his attendance at the 
school for several days before, ac- 
cording to the testimony of H. Mans- 
holt, a member of the church, and he 
and H. H. Paul went to the school- 
room to investigate. He said they 
found the pastor lying on the floor, 
apparently intoxicated, and took him 
home. ; 

This occurrence, Mansholt said, 
came as a climax to numerous com- 
plaints of the pastor’s habits. He 
had been accustomed, the witness 
said, to get cider from rural parish- 
ioners and drink it to excess, and 
when the supply of this had given 
Out he had had kegs of beer sent to 
the parsonage and had drunk beer in 
such quantities as to incapacitate him 
for his work in church and school. 

After the incident of March 22, 
Mansholt testified;: he reported the 
pastor's acts to the congregation, al- 
ready rent by the scandal of his re- 
cent conduct, and it was decided. to 
call other pastors of the synod. Two 
came, and after they had heard the 
statements of several parishioners 
and the pastor, they decided that 
Rheindorff should be removed from 
the pastorate and dispossessed of the 


‘parsonage. 


Physician Was Sent For. 


The. pastor was given until May 1 to 


leave. the parsonage, but asked for 
and -was given an extension of this 
time on his report that his wife was 
sick. Mansholt said he and others 
visited the parsonage and learned that 
no physician had been attending Mrs. 
Rheindorff. They sent for Dr. See of 
Pleasant Mound. 

Paul’s testimony was largely in cor- 
roboration of the evidence given by 
Mansholt who precedeg him. 

Mrs. Rheindorff was sent to the hos- 
pital last Monday and died there 
Wednesday. Dr. See testified that he 
believed her death was due to nervous 
prostration, and on this statement the 
verdict was based. 

Rheindorff, seemingly under a great 
strain, testified at the inquest, to which 
he was accompanied by his son, 7 years 
old. 

“It was the meanness of our enemies 
that killed her,’’ he declared. ‘She 
cursed them while she lay sick, but 
she forgave them before she died. 

“They would put tick-tacks on the 
house and fire off guns in front. They 
did thig the night of March 12, and she 
became sick. The next night they did it 
again, and she said ‘Oh, this will be the 
death of me!’ ”’ 

Mansholt, ina supplementary statment 
to the Coroner, gaid that’ it was true 
that boys had put tick-tacks on the 
minister’s house and had disturbed the 
household in other ways. This hap- 
pened, he said, after the pastor's habits 
became a matter of scandal in the com- 
munity. 

Rheindorff, who is a native of Ger- 
many, entered the ministry of the Ger- 
man Evangelical Church after leaving 
the Catholic priesthood to marry. He 
Was assigned to Hookdale, which is a 
small town in Bond County, ®§ miles 
east of St. Louis.

dorff reiaterated, between the tears that 
were unrestrained, that his enemies in 
Hookdale had caused the illness that 
took his wife from him.

Immeédiately after the funeral Rhein- 
dorff and his 7-year-old son left High- 
land for Hookdale. The bereaved hus- 
band said that he would tarry there only 
long enough to ocdllect some of his be- 
longings and some of his wife’s keep- 
sakes. He said he didn’t know where 
he would go from Hookdale. 

The funeral was conducted by Rev. 
Father Stick. all the service being ac- 
cording to the Roman Catholic cere- 
mony.

John Hickey of Chesterfield, 
IL, Picked Up in Alley 
Unconscious, 








SHOWED $500 TO FRIEND 





He Said He Was on the Way to 
Oklahoma to Purchase 
a Farm. 


John Hickey of Chesterfield, lll, trav- 
eling Overland to settle in Davenport, 
O. T., was drugged and robbed of $500 
in Madison, and died there a few hours 
later. Hig bay team and his covered 
wagon, taken by the robbers, are being 
sought through Madison and St. Clair 
counties. An inquest into Hickey’s 
death will be held at Granite City Fri- 
day night. He was 62 years old. 

Hickey had $500 in his pockets when 
he arrived in Madison Wednesday, ac- 
cording to D. Z. Dedrick, a friend, to 
whom he exhibited his roll of bills. 
When he was found dying in the rear 
of the King George saloon Thursday, 
only 1 cent was in his pocket. 

Shortly before he died Thursday he 
called for Dedrick, and told him, Ded- 
rick says, that he had been drugged and 
robbed. 

“Il wish I had taken your advice and 
put my money in a bank,’’ Dedrick says 
Hickey said to him. ‘‘They’ve given me 
some bad stuff. and done me up.” 

Hickey's wife, Mrs. Bridget Hickey, 
and their son William, aged 18, have 
been at the home of Mrs. Mary. Wil- 
liams, 1022 North Eighth street, East St. 
Louis, since the family left the home 
at Chesterfield. A daughter, Maggie, 
aged %, lives in Madison. 

His rough costume and the appear- 
ance of his wagon and team attracted 
considerable attention in Madison Soon 
after arriving in town he went to Wal-

friend Dedrick is bartender.

He: told Derick the latter says that 
he did not believe anyone would sus- 
pect he had money and that he dressed 
roughly to prevent such a suspicion. 

Late that night Jones Bates a mail 
carrier, foungd Hickey lying unconscious 
behind the King George saloon. He 
called two policemen, who carried the 
mitin to the City Hall Building.

Dr. Hann, who attended Hickey, said 
that drugs or excessive drinking had 
caused ‘hts death.’ 

The police were unable to find any 
trace of Hickey’s team and wagon. 

A. Jerbic, bartender at the King 
George saloon, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday that Hickey appeared 
at his saloon late in the afternoon, 
drank two glasses of beer and started 
away without paying for them. 

“Then he got sick at the door,” said 
Jerbic. “I called John Cowen, the ne- 
gro policemen who patrols the district 
near here, and askeq him to arrest the 
man. He wouldn't arrest him, and 
pretty soon the man got up and went 
away. I didn't see him again.”

Witnesses Tell of Post-Dispatch 
Aim in Salmon Bank 
Articles. 





DEPOSITIONS ARE TAKEN 


Suit Was Brought by Former 
Secretary of State 
Sam Cook. 


Additional depositions in the $100,000 
damage suit of former Secretary of 
State Sam B. Cook against the Post- 
Dispatch, growing out ot articles pub- 
lished concerning the disastrous failure 
of the mon & Salmon Bank of Clin- 
ton, Mo., were taken Saturday before 
Special Notary Joseph Lewis in the 
Commonwealth Trust Building. 

Attorney Edwin Silver of Jefferson 
City represented Mr. Cook and F. : 
Judson acted for the Post-Dispatch. 

A. G. Lincoln, circulation manager of 
the Post-Dispatch, was the first witness 
examined. He testified that at the time 
of the failure of the Salmon Bank, 
which resulted in a loss to depositors 
of $700,000, in June, 1905, the circulation 
of the daily Post-Dispatch exceeded 
150,000 copies, while the circulation of 
the Sunday issue was more than 250,000. 

On _cross-examination by Mr. Judson, 
Mr. Lincoln said he was not acquainted 
with Mr. Cook, and knew of no one 
connected with the Post-Dispatch who 
ne hostile feeling towards the plain= 

Purpose Only Publicity. 

W. C. Steigers, business manager of 
the Post-Dispatch, testified along the 
Same line. The articles on the Sal- 
mon bank failure. Mr. Steigers sald, 
were prompted by the policy of the 
Post-Dispatch to give-the fullest pub- 
licity to the news, and also with a 
view of correcting evils that might be 
shown to exist in the official super- 
vision of State banks. 

Frank R. O'Neil, vice-president of 
the Pulitzer Publishing Co., testified 
that he had known Mr. Cook a long 
time. Their relations were pleasant, 
Mr. O’Neil said, in so far as his ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Cook extended, 
and neither he nor other employes of 
the paper were actuated by malice in 
Publishing accounts of the conse- 
quences of the Salmon bank failure. 
The single purpose of the Post-Dis- 
patch, Mr. O'Neil testified, was to pub- 
lish complete and authentic informa- 
tion concerning that matter, and thus 
to enlighten not merely the hundreds 
who had lost their savings in the 
bank, but the public generally as to 
_ actual conditions existing at Clin- 
on. 

Mr. O'Neil said that his attention 
had been drawn to the relations be- 
tween Mr. Cook and the old Demo- 
cratic State machine in Missouri by 
the disclosures resulting from the 
celebrated Cardwell case. 


What Officials Said. 


Mr. O'Neil was followed by J. J. Mc- 
Aullffe, a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch, who was sent to Clinton short- 
ly after the Salmon. bank closed its 
doors. 

Mr. McAuliffe said*that from: inter- 
Views with officials, from the Secre- 
tery of State's office, from depositors 
and others familiar with the affairs of 
the Salmon bank, he learned that the 
bank had been insolvent since 1896. 

His acquaintance with Mr.Cook ex- 
tended .over a period of five years. Mr. 
Cook and Harvey W. Salmon, who, 
with his brother, Dr. G. ¥. Salmon, 
owned the Salmon bank, were inti- 
mate companions, closely associated 
in political and social affairs, Mr. Mc- 
Auliffe testified. 

In response to a question from Mr. 
Judson, Mr. McAuliffe said that poli- 
ticlans generally regarded Mr. Cook, 
Maj. Salmon, Senator Stone and former 
Excise Commissioner Seibert as the 
dominant factors in the Democracy of 
Missouri prior to the advent of the 
Folk administration. 

He knew of no personal prejudice 
on the part of the Post-Dispatch 
against the former Secretary of State. 

The hearing was adjourned ine 
definitely at noon.

HUSBAND WATCHES 


Woman Suffered 40 Minutes 
Before Aid Came—Died 
at Hospital.

HUSBAND WAS ARRESTED 








He Seemed to: Be Dazed When 
Taken From a Room- 
ing House. 


A young woman, who was known as 
Mrs. 8 E. Mundy, but who preferred to 
be called Misr Susie Schmidt, suffered 
for 40 minutes from carbolic acid pol- 
soning at the rooming house at 2831 
Lawton avenue before medical aid was: 
summoned, according to’ a statement 
made to the Post-Dispatch by Dr. H. 
W. Knapp of 2908 Lawton avenue Fri- 
d 


ay. 

She died at the City Hospital Thurs- 
day night two hours after she took the 
poison in the presence of 8S. B. Mundy,, 
known as her husband. 

‘Dr. Knapp says that when he went 
to the room occupied by the Mundys: 
there was a strange young man there. 
The husband also was present; but he 
seemed to be dazed or in some way in- 
capacitated. 3 

Husband Asked Help. 

Miss Halpin, daughter. of the keeper 
of the house, says that this young man 
was not present when. the young 
woman took the poison, but that he 
was visiting one of the boarders and 
went to the room when Mundy called 
for help. 

The couple had been at the ‘house 
only three weeks. In that time there 
had been frequent quarrels, the wom- 
an accusing Mundy of drinking to 
excess. 

The woman received much mail 
from Jefferson City and they were al- 
ways addressed to Susie Schmidt. 
Mundy, however, always called her 
“Lillie.”’ 

When the police were notified that 
the woman had taken poison, they ar- 
rested Mundy and held him at the 
Manchester Avenue Station for two 
bours. The official report says that 
he was under the influence of liquor. 

Since his release he has not returned 
to the rooming house or to his place 
of employment with a wall paper 
cleaning company at 4430 Haston ave- 
nue, 

The woman worked in a shoe fac- 
tory on J.ocust street. She often 
complained that it was necessary for 
her to earn money to help support 
herself and Mundy. 

She told her acquaintances that she

Judgment for Levy in Suit 
Against Burg, Divorce 
Case Participant, 








FATHER’S RAGE RELATED 





“T'l] Kill You if I Hang,” 
Policeman Is Quoted 
as Saying. 


In the suit of 8S. M. Levy against 
Adolph Burg of 434 St. Louis avenue, 
to recover $250 on promissory notes, tried 
in Justice Spaulding’s court Friday, 
there were exciting developments bear- 
ing upon a recent divorce case. 

The evidence showed that Burg was a 
musician at the Jai Ala! skating rink, 
and that there he met Mrs. Dr. Car- 
uthers, whose husband obtained a di- 


vorce some time ago, naming Burg in 
his suit. The principal evidence in the 


case consisted of letters written by Burg 
to Mrs. Caruthers, a daughter of Police 
Sergeant Finley, who recently left the 


city. 

Levy, who is said to have a brother 
who is proprietor of a saloon on. the 
Easton and Whittier street beat for- 
merly walked by Policeman Finley, tes- 
tified Friday that he had loaned Finley 
$425, that Finley had given him the note 
signed by Burg, and that he had then 
credited Finley with $225. He did not 
know the conditions on which the notes 
had been obtained from Burg. The Burg 
notes, he said, had been turned over to 
Lawyer Chester H. Kern. 

Burg, who has been married five 
years and has one child, testified that 
shortly before the Carruthers divorce 
suit was filed, Mrs. Carruthers and her 
mother, Mrs.  boesgs f ealled on him 
and told him that, ff he did not deny 
writing the letters to Mrs. Carruth- 
ers, his life would -not be worth a 
eent. After the divorce was obtained 
by Dr. Carruthers, witness said, he 
received a letter from Finley asking 
an appointment, and they met in the 
office of Lawyer Kern in the Third 
National Bank Building. 

Threat to Kill Quoted, 

At that meeting, Burg said, Finley 
told him that if he, Finley, had known 
that Burg intended to admit the au- 
thorship of the letters, Dr. Car- 
ruthers’ suit for divorce would never 
have been contested, and that the 
costs of that suit amounted to $250. 
Then, Burg testified, Finley said to 
him: 

“You owe me your life. anvhow. You 
ought to cough up. If it was not for 
your wife and baby, { would blow your 
brains out.’ 

Burg said he admitted that he felt he 
ought to pay something towards defray- 
ing the costs of the divorce suit, but 
he objected to paying $260. At this, he 
said, Finley threw his hand back to his 
hip pocket, where Burg saw 4 pistol, 


saying: 
“I'll shoot daylight through you if ! 


hang for it! 

At this, Burg said, he became fright- 
ened and signed the notes. Now, he 
said, he did not feel that he was obliged 
to pay them, as he had told the truth 
in his testimony in the Carruthers dt- 
vorce suit. 

Lawyer Kern testified that Burg and 
Finley had met in his office, but said 
that he had heard nothing of their con- 
versation, as they were in an adjoining 
room. He was called in to receive the 
notes. which were turned over to him, 
he said, to keep the transaction be- 
tween Burg and Finley from being 
known. 

There were 12 notes for $20 each and 
one note for $10, made payable monthly. 
Kern said he had received a written 
order to turn the notes over to some 
other person, probably Levy, but had 
forgotten the name of this person. He 
was not able to produce the written or- 
der. 
A verdict for $22, in favor of Levy, 
was rendered.

HAS ARBITRARY 


Shippers of Southeast Missouri 
Apply to State Com- 
missioners, 





SAY RATES ARE TOO HIGH 





Commission Will Probably 
Hold Hearing and Appeal 
to Federal Body. 


Shippers of Southeastern Missouri 
have complained to the State Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers of an arbitrary charge over the 
Thebes Bridge over the Mississippi, and 
the commissioners are preparing to 
make an investigation in conjunction 
— the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

The shippers are represented by At- 
torney John A. Hope of Cane Girar- 
deau, who has presented tne complaint 
in a verbal form to the commission at 
Jefferson City, and will follow it in a 
few days with a written complaint. The 
commission has no record of charges 
made on freight over the bridge, though 
this will be gone into when the inves- 
ti — is begun. 

reatest objection is to the rate 
on = er, which is the principal ship- 
ment from Southeast Missouri. Attor- 
ney Hope has told members of the 
board that rates are very satisfactory 
until the car reaches the Thebes 
Bridge, where .an excessive arbitrary 
charge is made, the same as in St. 
Louls over the Heads and Merchants’ 
bridges 

It oy ‘reported to the board that the 
railroads and the bridge company have 
heard the complaint of the shippers and 
have made no movement toward a re- 
duction in the charges. 


Bridge Is Inter-State. 


As the bridge is party in Missouri and 
party in Illinois, the question must 
come before the Interstate Commerce 


Commission. It is customary for such 
cases to go direct to that commission, 
but in this case the complainants have 
requested that the Missouri board in- 
vestigate and report its findings to the 
Federal commission. The date of the 
hearing has not ‘been set, but probably 
will be as soon as the formal written 
complaint is filed. -- 

The Thebes bridge is owned by the 
railroads using it, though it is a separ- 
ate corporation known as the Southern 
llinois & Missouri Bridge Co. 

The Railroad Commissioners will hold 
a hearing at some point close to the 
bridge, and will réceive testimony as 
to the bridge arbitrary. The testimony 
will be forwarded to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission which may also 
hold a hearing or may determine the 
matter on the evidence submitted by the 
Missouri commissioners.

GAS. MEN PLAN TI 
STUDY IN EUROPE 


Joint Convention in Cleveland 


Will Arrange Details of 
the Trip. 


Considerable discussion Thursday fol- 


lowed the meeting of the board of di- 


rectors of the Laclede Gas Co., Wednes- 
day concerning the joint convention to 
be held in Cleveland, O., next Wednes- 
Thursday and Friday. The con- 
vention will represent the 1500 companies 
engage in the manufacture of gas in 
the United States and becomes impor- 
tant particularly for the reason that 
there is a distinct inclination on the 
part of the members of the two as- 
sociations to consolidate. The joint con- 
vention was arranged this year for the 
ne geno purpose of a joint effort to 
ing about a consolidation. 

One cause that has been considered 
the moving purpose of the proposed con- 
solidation ‘s that the general result of 
studies, investigations, engineering, ex- 
periments and tests. made under the 
direction of the various concerns in all 
parts of the country, will become ac- 
cessible to all of the officials .of the 
companies. 

A year ago the decision was reached 
by each .that a study from all stand- 
points of the methods and appliances 
of gas distribution in European cities 
would be a subject well worth investi- 
gation by the most capable engineers 
and managers of gas companies of this 
country. 

The sending of such a commission 
abroad, its personnel and the duties it 
will undertake will be decided at the 
Cleveland convention. 

Vice-President Cowdery of the Laclede 
company said Thursday that his concern 
would send 11 men to the convention and 
that he would accompany them, leav- 
ing next Monday night over the Frisco 
in a special car to join a special train 
from Chicago. There will be from 400 
to 600 members of the two organizations 
— out of a total membership of

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COUNT SCRATCHED 
BALLOTS FOR ALOE 


Election Commissioners Follow 
Decision of the Judges 
of Election. 


The Board of Election Commissioners, 
in secret session at the City Hall, Friday 
decided, it is said, that six ballots cast 
in the First Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward, on which the printed name of 
Collector Hagerinan appears, un- 
scratched, with that of Louis P.. Aloe, 
his Republican opponent, written under- 
neath, should be considered as cast for 
Aloe. 

This decision is the s2me as that made 
by the judges of the election, who 
counted these ballots for Aloe, and will, 
therefore, not effect the totals. 

An attorney interested in the contest 
proceedings said; in explaining the 
board’s action, that the six ballots im- 
properly scratched were considered reg- 
ular because their numbers agreed with 
the registration books and they were 
properly signed by the judges and 
clerks. The board, he said, merely list- 
ed the ballots as cast for Aloe in its re- 
port to the court which ordered the re- 
count. The court, after examination: of 
the board’s report and of the improperly 
scratched ballots, would finally decide 
whether they should be counted and for 
whom. 

Before the commissioners retired to 
deliberate, Benjamin Schnurmacher, 
Republican member of the board, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“The board will not pass. on the ques- 
tion of fraudulent or illegal votes. This 
is a question. to be determined by the 
Circuit Court. 

“It will be merely our duty to certify 
such illegal ballots to the courts. 

“I should say, without anticipating 
the action of the courts, that only 
fraudulent ballots will be thrown out. 

“That is to say, gross fraud in a single 
ward or precinct will not vitiate all the 
ballots in that ward or precinct. For 
example, if we find 99 fraudulent votes 
in-a single precinct and one that is legal 


I 





the legal vote will be counted irre- 
spective of the fraudulent ones. 

“Te igs true some grave errors have 
been found in the Fourth Ward. They 
may have been due partly to gross 
carelessness. 

‘We shall make, for the benefit of the 
courts, exhibits in all cases where il- 
legal voting was done.” 

While the board was in cession the 
contest clerks began the recount of the 
Third Precinct of the Fourth Ward. It 
was said at the board a Fn this 
precinct’s returns were in tter con- 
dition than those of any other pre- 
cinct of any ward so far counted.

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THE RUSSIAN PARLIAMENT. 

The meeting of the first Russian Parliament js an 
event of the first historical magnitude. Whatever 
mav be the fortuncs of this assembly, whatever it 
may accomplish before its dissolution, parliamentary 
government is a living fact and will, with varying 
fortunes perhaps, continue to grow in influence and 
prestige. 

We need not attach much significance to the pre- 
liminary work. Several days or weeks may be occu- 

ied perfecting the organization and ascertaining the 


verse sentiments out of which parties will spring. 


Interest will be suspended until the Parliament de- 
tlares a purpose. When a measure of progress is pro- 
posed we shall be able to guess the temper of the 
members and discover the direction the revolu- 
tionary movement will take. 

When that moment arrives the power of the Parlia- 
ment and the sincerity of the Czar will be speedily 
revealed. If the leaders of the forward movement 
are dreamers and mére enthusiasts we may expect 
more or less turbulence which may keep the capital 
in an uproar during the life of this Parliament, and 
ittle will be accomplished. But if they are practical 
hjen we may hope for substantial progress. As for 
the Czar and the bureaucrats, they will need wisdom 
and common honesty. If they can read the hand- 
writing on the wall they may be able to save the 
monarchy. But the autocracy must go. That may 
be accepted as the minimum of the progressive de- 
mands.

Mr. E. H. Harriman, who, by reason of his railroad 
and allied interests, probably wants San Francisco 
rebuilt as much as any man, counsels careful delib- 
eration and prudence in the matter of financing the 
work of reconstruction. He emphasizes the recent 
warning of the Post-Dispatch against hysterical and 
hasty plans. He says that the business men should 
demonstrate their ability to recover the business of 
the city and should point out the basis upon which 
credit can be given before wholesale credit plans 
are adopted, or large credit is provided for. In 
short, it is, as we insisted, a business proposition, to 
be dealt with carefully and with sound business 
judgment.

Socialism is largely based on the 
materialistic conception of history, and 
on the many times proven truth that the 
prevailing mode of economic production 
and exchange form the basis upon 
which is built up the political, intellec- 
tual and social history. How, then, can 
Socialism ‘‘distrust’’ natura] laws? 

2. Material environment may include 
all the idealism we can give it, being 
only limited by knowledge and desire to 
shape environment. 

3. No intelligent Socialist pretends to 
predict the future except on great gen- 
eral principles and through natural laws. 
Its infinite flexibility will find a solu- 
tion of every and any national, problem 
when the nation reaches it. 

4. All struggle for justice is in a sense 
a class struggle. Different ideas are 
what form classes, and differences al- 
ways admit of either justice or injus- 
tice. Merely on the ground then of dif- 
ference in opinion from the capitalist 
class, Socialism is truly a class strug- 
gle. The fifth error seems hardly wor- 
thy of notice, that Socialism excludes 
liberty. The world is certainly growing 
in knowledge and wisdom, and we will 
say in goodness. Now, having these 
three, no philosophy or government can 
chain the people, but if adopted will 


simply serve to direct these great forces.

SAN FRANCISCO, May i1.—In a very 
few days San Francisco is to have its 
firet sport event since its awful catas- 
trophe. Ig*response to the offer of the 
Hawati Yacht Club of Haqnolulu for a 
solid silver trophy valued at $500, several 
starters will sail out of the Golden Gate 
on May 19. in one of the longest races In 
the history of yachting and the first of 
its kind to be sawed across the Pacific.

CONCORDIA FORBIDS 
PROFESSIONAL BALL 


Students of the Lutheran Semi- 
nary Not Allowed to Play in 
Trolley League. 


The faculty of Concordia Séminary 
has issueq instructions to those of its 
students who have been playing profes- 
sional baseball that a continuation of 
the practice will result in their expulsion 
from the seminary. In consequence & 
number of the players called on_Presi- 
dent John J. O'Connor of the Western 
Amateur Athletic Union Thursday and 
applied for reinstatement in the A. A. 
U., saying that they wanted to engage 
in a game of baseball with St. Louis 
University, an institution which will not 
allow competition against any member 
who is not recognized as an amateur. 

The action of the Concordia faculty 
is the direct result of the Washington- 
Concordia gaine of last Saturday, in 
which the Clerics shout out the Myrtie 
and Maroon, 9 to 0. Considerable com- 
ment was created at the time that 
Washington would play against _profes- 
sional players of the Trolley League, 
like Schuetz, Eggers and Kliindwirth of 
Concordia, after refusing to play St. 
Louis University, with Lonnie tzpor- 
ter in the line-up, and some of this ad- 
verse criticism of Washington's action 
reached the ears of the members of Con- 
cordia's faculty, with the result that the 
ban was placed on any of the institu- 
tion’s students playing professional ball. 

Eggers, Schuete and Klindwirth en- 
gaged in professional contests of the 
Trolley League simply for the purpose 
of earning money to aid them in paying 
their college expenses. 

President O'Connor says that the play- 
ers will be reinstated if they assure him 
that there will be no further dereliction 
fromm the straight and narrow path of 
the amateur. 

The loss of Schuetz and Eggers will 
weaken the Ben Miller team of the 
Trolley League and may cause its with- 
drawal from the leagué, as it will be a 
difficult matter to replace these two 
stars.
